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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Groat et al. do not 
teach information about an asset that is contained in the identification code itself, but rather information that is stored in a datastore. 
While Groat et al. teach that most information about an asset is stored in the datastore, it is not convincing that at least some 
information is not stored in the code itself. For example, the very fact that there is a code often provides at least some information to a 
user. Regardless, the limitation of information contained in a code is well known in the art. For example, the Patent Office uses series 
numbers (for example: "09") in their use of serial numbers (i.e., 09/853,976) to provide information to Examiners concerning a time frame 
of when an application was filed . 
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
